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Catholics vote “yes” to RDCRD 
expansion into Didsbury

Didsbury will be included 
in the Red Deer Catholic Re¬ 
gional Division (RDCRD) 
expansion in 2006, when a 
new Catholic School is built 
in Olds. 

Thursday night 134 peo¬ 
ple showed up at the 5-0 
Club in Didsbury to vote on 
the issue, all Catholics. Of 
the 134 cast ballots. 112 
were in favor of the expan¬ 
sion, 21 were against, and 
one ballot was spoiled. 

Jim Myhre was elected 
Chairman for the meeting, 
and his wife <Jan was secre¬ 
tary. 

The meeting started off 
with a question period, were 
it was announced that 
Catholic or not, all students 
would be welcome to attend 
the school, as long as there 
was room. 

Don Dolan, RDCRD Su¬ 
perintendent, said there 
would most likely be a port¬ 


able school opening in 2006, 
and the actual school would 
be ready in the Fall of 2007. 

“The site for the school 
has not been officially des¬ 
ignated yet, but I can say it 
will be on the west side of 
Olds,” said Dolan. “That is 
all we know, the Town de¬ 
cides the exact space.” 

With the expansion into 
Didsbury, busing will be 
available to get students to 
and from the school. The 
grades of the school is an¬ 
other topic yet to be decided. 

“The people have spo¬ 
ken,” said St. Anthony’s 
Father Les Drewicki. “I’m 
very glad, it’s all about help¬ 
ing our children to know 
God and Jesus, and we did 
not have that choice before. 
It is the spiritual atmos¬ 
phere we want. I am very 
proud to be a Catholic, it 
means the world to me, it is 
the core of our being and we 
should pass that onto our 
children.”

Dolan also expressed his 
excitement for the commu¬ 
nity and their decision. 

“This is a historic mo¬ 
ment for Didsbury,” said 
Dolan. “People now have a 
choice. We will now be do¬ 
ing a complete restructuring 
of the Red Deer division.” 

Roy Brassard, Chinook’s 
Edge School Division chair¬ 
men was less enthusiastic 
about the outcome. 

“They did get the required 
numbers out,” said Brassard. “1 
have not changed my opinion 
about it, I am disappointed.” 

Brassard remains firm that 
he will not resign. If a resident 
from either school board asked 
him to, he would either have to 
step down or renounce his 
Catholic faith. 

“I have no intention of 
stepping down, whatever that 
means,” said Brassard. “I 
feel very strongly about this, 
some unfortunate compro¬ 
mises will be made and that 
is too bad.”

The Town of Didsbury is 
planning ahead for the large 
task of snow removal. Tuesday 
night at Town Council Chris 
McKenna, Director of Opera¬ 
tions presented the plans to 
Council for approval. 

"We have priorities one 
through five,” said McKenna. 
"Priority one is getting the peo¬ 
ple from outside town, in." 

Priority number two is clear¬ 
ing way for the businesses, 
number three is getting people 
across town, and the area 
around the curling rink and 
arena. Priority number four is 
the lesser main drags, 
McKenna gave the example of 
Westhills Dr., and other roads 
that run through town. Prior¬ 
ity number five is the rest of 
town. 

“I would just like to say I 
am very proud of my crew, and 
they are doing the best job they 
can,” said McKenna. “1 would 
also like to say these plans are 
flexible, I had a lady call me 
yesterday who would have been 
a priority five, but she needed 
her snow removed then so I sent 
a grader over right away.” 

Councillor Stephanie Dodyk 
expressed her thanks to 
McKenna, and said it was the 
first year she was not stuck in 
her driveway by a mound of 
snow. 

“There was another case 
where a lady had two or three 
inches in her basement, so 
Chris sent a crew right over to 
fix the problem,” said Town 
CAO Brian Irvine. “There is a 
lot of flexibility built into these 
plans.”

The Town of Didsbury has 
signed an agreement with 
Infrastructure Systems Lim¬ 
ited (ISL) for updating the 
Annexation Study. 

Council has given the 
Kidney Foundation of 
Canada permission to Can¬ 
vass the Town of Didsbury 
for its annual Door-to-Door 
Campaign March 1 to 6, 
2005.

Town of Carstairs being sued over fire 
department accident

The Town of Carstairs is 
being sued by an Edmonton 
couple after a Fire Depart¬ 
ment vehicle was involved 
in a collision on Highway 2 
nearly two years ago. 

The Town’s Chief Admin¬ 
istrative Officer (CAO) Carl 
McDonnell confirmed last 
week that the couple’s in¬ 
surance company has pur¬ 
sued a lawsuit against The 
Town of Carstairs. 

“I can confirm that there 
is a lawsuit against the fire 
department, after a collision 
which happened on High¬ 
way 2,” McDonnell said. 

Not many of the details 
can be released at this time 
due to the legalities in¬ 
volved. 

Discoveries for the case 
started two weeks ago, with 
two of the Carstairs Fire 
Department members being 
questioned. 

The three members who 
were questioned were in¬ 
volved in the collision. 

The collision occurred 
just south of the Carstairs 
overpass which leads onto 
highway 2. 

Fire department members 
were responding to a colli¬ 
sion on highway 2 north¬ 
bound. 

In order to get to the 


northbound lane the re¬ 
sponding vehicle, which was 
an SUV carrying the two fire 
department members, came 
down from the exit ramp onto 
the south bound lane, and 
crossed over the two lanes of 
southbound traffic. 

The SUV entered into the 
median (between the north¬ 
bound and southbound 
lanes) in order to cross over 
to the northbound lanes and 
when they came up onto the 
northbound side of Highway 
2 a new style four door cava¬ 
lier struck the SUV from be¬ 
hind. 

The cavalier was carrying 
two older people, one male in 
his 80’s who was injured se¬ 
verely and his wife, who 
walked away from the scene 
with minor injuries. 

The fire departments SUV 
ended up rolling with the two 
fire department members still 
inside, although neither 
member sustained serious 
injuries. 

The SUV was written off. 

This past Monday, 
McDonnell and the lead fire 
department member respon¬ 
sible for the investigation of 
the collision went through 
discovery questioning in Ed¬ 
monton. 

“This process is where 
they just sit down and look 
at all the facts,” McDonnell

explained. 

The Town is hoping that 
once all the evidence is laid 
out on the table that the 
Town will walk away with¬ 
out any lawsuit against 
them. 

Figures of how much the 
couple is suing the Town for 
are not known at this time, 
McDonnell says. 

“We are not counter su¬ 
ing. We are certainly de¬ 
fending the actions of the 
fire department," 

McDonnell said. 

RCMP did not lay any 
charges in this accident 
against either party. 

Once discoveries wrap up 
a trial date is expected to be 
set for late May, early June. 

If the couple is success¬ 
ful at obtaining a settlement 
the Town is covered by in¬ 
surance, McDonnell con¬ 
firmed. 

To ensure that another 
collision of this sort 
doesn’t happen again the 
Town will be sitting down 
with Fire Department mem¬ 
bers to look at the protocol. 

“We are going to be look¬ 
ing for recommendation on 
protocol on the highway and 
how calls are to be handled 
out on the highway. We are 
confident on how the fire 
department handled this 
situation. ”

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Nursing in D ids bury 


Dear Editor, 

I am writing to you from 
the perspective of a RN who 
has been nursing for 28 years. 
My experience has been in the 
area of critical care. I am em¬ 
ployed on a casual basis with 
the Calgary Health Region in 
an emergency department. I 
average 30 hours per week. 

When we moved to 
Carstairs 14 years ago, I in¬ 
terviewed for a nursing posi¬ 
tion in the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. At that time it was an 
expectation that when on 
duty you would be required to 
assist with the obstetrical 
patients and their deliveries. 
When expressed concern that 
my skill set did not include 
experience in this area, the 
manager said they would try 
to have another nurse 
brought in to cover the deliv¬ 
ery. However, there was no 


guarantee of this, and I did 
not feel I could offer the level 
of specialized care required 
for obstetrics in a small, ru¬ 
ral hospital. In light of this I 
did not take the job offered 
and have been commuting to 
Calgary to work ever since. 

After reading the article in 
the Didsbury Review pub¬ 
lished on January 19th re¬ 
garding the changes to ob¬ 
stetrical services in Didsbury, 
and in particular the quotes 
attributed to Dr. Puts I was 
furious. If this article can 
elicit such a strong response 
from someone who has never 
met Dr. Puts, or worked in 
Didsbury, I can only imagine 
the anger, frustration and 
sense of betrayal the nurses 
who have been working there 
must feel. 

In the article it was men¬ 
tioned that the solution is to 
find “multi-talented nurses, 


willing to do their job.” My 
understanding is that on the 
evening and night shifts, 
Didsbury has 2 RN’s on duty. 
These RN’s are responsible 
for up to 15 inpatients plus 
all emergencies that come in. 
Their patient census may in¬ 
clude, the elderly, the dying, 
children, and any acute emer¬ 
gency that may need to be sta¬ 
bilized. When I am in Calgary, 
I am supported by an onsite, 
dedicated ER staff, that in¬ 
cludes at least 2 physicians, 
unit clerks, porters, nursing 
attendants, 24 HOURS A 
DAY. Didsbury RN’s cover all 
these positions, PLUS an¬ 
swer phones! If these rural 
nurses don’t qualify as 
“multi-talented” then who 
does?

It is a fact that 
there are shortages of 
medical personnel 
from all disciplines. 
Finding additional 
staff to assist with 
services in Didsbury is 
not as simple as plac¬ 
ing an ad in the paper. 
There are no pools of 
experienced physicians 
and nurses just wait¬ 
ing to fill vacancies in 
medicine today. Nor do 
I think there will ever 
again in the future. 
Medical advances over 
the 28 years of my ca¬ 
reer have seen my re¬ 
sponsibilities expand 
well into areas for¬ 
merly covered by phy¬ 
sicians. I am qualified 
for 3 Life Support Cer¬ 
tificates and hold sev¬ 
eral advanced compe¬ 
tencies. In spite of this 
I do not feel I could 
meet the standard of 
care required to assist 
in an obstetrical deliv¬ 
ery. The last time I saw 
a baby born was in 
1977! 

Should we ask why 
we have not been able 
to keep obstetrical on 
call positions filled in 
Didsbury? To meet the 
standard of care in any 
discipline, let alone ob¬ 
stetrical care, you need 
qualified physicians 
and nurses, well- 
screened patients who 
meet guidelines appro¬ 
priate for rural hospi¬ 
tals, and opportunities 
to keep their skills cur¬ 
rent. How thinly 
spread do we expect 
our nurses to become? 
Do we have enough de¬ 
liveries in Didsbury to 
keep current? Bad out¬ 
comes in any area of 
medical care are hard 
to bear, but a bad out¬ 
come that results in 
loss of life to a mother 
and/or baby is devas¬ 
tating. The health re¬ 
gions and nurses as 
patient advocates will 
always err on the side 
of patient safety when 
it is unclear that all 
appropriate assets are 
in place. 

Are we exploring 
ways to extend our 
physician and nursing 
resources? Are there 
educational, schedul¬ 
ing or financial incen¬ 
tives that will attract 
new faces to our com¬ 
munity? To insinuate 
that our local nurses 
do not care is untrue 
and uncalled for. The 
next time you meet a 
local nurse on the 
street, stop and talk to 
them. Find out about 
the hours they work 
and the overtime. Ask 
them when they last 


had a vacation request 
approved. These are 
the people that will 
look after my loved 
ones and me when a 
medical problem 
arises. We must ex¬ 
plore ways to provide 
safe and competent 
care, retain the nurses 
we now have in our 
health care system and 
attract others in the 
area like me. Articles 
such as mentioned 
above do nothing but 


leave the public with a 
slanted view, under¬ 
mine the working rela¬ 
tionships between 
health professionals 
and ultimately ad¬ 
versely affect patient 
care. Lets all become 
better informed about 
the issues and not jump 
to conclusions. This is 
a complicated issue.

The Rosebud Health 
Foundation held its 8th An¬ 
nual General Meeting last 
Tuesday, January 25th, 
2005 at the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital. On the agenda was 
the election of four new 
members to the Board of 
Directors, replacing two re¬ 
signing Directors and two 
whose terms had expired. 
Each member of the Board 
is elected for a period of 
three years, which can then 
be extended for an addi¬ 
tional three years. Volun¬ 
teering to join the Board 
were Margaret Baril, 
Stephanie Dodyk and Scott 
Puttick. The fourth addi¬ 
tion, a nomination from the 
floor, was Mary Lou 
Hosegood. Two internal au¬ 


ditors were also appointed, 
John Kohut and Don 
MacMillan. 

The goal of the Rosebud 
Health Foundation is to 
raise funds which can be di¬ 
rectly put towards purchas¬ 
ing new equipment and fur¬ 
niture for the Hospital in 
Didsbury. In 2004, over 
$35,000 was donated to the 
Hospital through the Foun¬ 
dation, resulting in the pur¬ 
chase of a cardiac 
defribrillator, a fluid and 
blanket warmer, and three 
new beds. As it is a volun¬ 
teer operation, with no paid 
staff members, the Rosebud 
Health Foundation has thus 
far been able to operate with 
minimal overhead, allowing 
a large majority of funds col¬ 
lected to be put to use at the 
Hospital. 


One of the special guests 
attending the meeting, Lori 
Anderson, a Director of Ru¬ 
ral Health with the Calgary 
Health Region, spoke to the 
recent closure of the Obstet¬ 
rics unit. “The decision was 
based on the safety of our 
patients,” said Anderson. 
“There is a huge difficulty 
in obtaining adequate staff¬ 
ing, and we have to ensure 
a one-on-one nursing rela¬ 
tionship with a patient in 
active labor. We weren’t 
able to say with confidence 
that we could commit to that 
at this time.” Anderson re¬ 
minded attendees that the 
closure was temporary and 
under review, but added it 
will continue until the CHR 
can ensure absolute safety 
and commit to the 
sustainability of the unit. 


Anderson also commented on 
fears that the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital was being slowly dis¬ 
mantled. “The CHR has 
added over 100 beds to rural 
hospitals in the past 
months, and has spent 
nearly $250,000 on new fur¬ 
niture. We wouldn’t be in¬ 
vesting so much if we 
weren’t committed to utiliz¬ 
ing these facilities in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Another guest, Barry 
Knapp, spoke to the Founda¬ 
tion about fundraising. Knapp 
is a Development Officer with 
the Calgary Health Trust, an 
organization committed to 
fundraising for the Calgary 
Health Region. Knapp shared 
his experiences in working with 
the Calgary Health Trust, and 
offered many ideas which were 
gratefully accepted by members 


of the Rosebud Health Foun¬ 
dation. Knapp communicated 
very strongly that it is of ut¬ 
most importance to develop 
lasting relationships with do¬ 
nors. “It’s not the dollar that 
comes in the door, it’s the face 
and name, and potential for do¬ 
nation.” He also expressed 
the reality that the frontline 
staff in health facilities, the 
doctors and nurses, reception¬ 
ists. and even janitors, need to 
be ambassadors to potential 
donors. “Health care is a ‘top- 
of-mind’ issue. There are so 
many good stories to tell, but 
all we read about is the bad.” 
Knapp feels that with better 
awareness of all the great 
things going on in our 
health facilities, people will 
be better able to see that 
their donations are making 
a difference.

Jailed for 30 Days

Flaring: What do 


you know?

I have to come clean. I'm 
an Albertan that didn't want 
to wade into the flaring de¬ 
bate. At first it was easy to 
go about my life and leave 
the issue up to people more 
involved and knowledgeable 
than I. 

Then three things hap¬ 
pened to raise my aware¬ 
ness. Oil and gas develop¬ 
ment took off at a phenom¬ 
enal rate in my area, I 
started seeing flares and 
well development right on 
my doorstep and I found out 
what comes off a burning 
flare. 

I started putting together 
some facts. I contacted the 
local oil and gas companies 
and found out that among 
them they planned to drill 
over 900 new wells in our 
county in 2004. I also found 
out that the provincial total 
for gas flared in 2000 is in 
billions of cubic meters. 

Flares produce the same 
combustion by-products 
that forced the auto indus¬ 
try to develop catalytic con¬ 
verters and flares have no 
such device. They emit ni¬ 
trous oxide, sulfur dioxide, 
benzene and other pollut¬ 
ants. There are proven 
health risks associated with 
flaring and it contributes on 
a grand scale to global 
warming and acid rain. 

I also found out that 


other countries in the world 
insist on much higher 
standards for clean emis¬ 
sions than we do in Alberta. 
The problem is that flare 
stacks are quite inefficient 
burners. They are subject to 
decreasing efficiency when 
it's windy and when is it not 
windy on the prairie? 

The really frustrating 
component of my research 
to date is that technology 
exists to ensure these flares 
burn clean. The Rimbey and 
District Clean Air People 
(RADCAP) investigated an 
alternative technology out 
of Europe called the Clean 
Enclosed Burner (CEB) that 
reduces pollutants by 99.9 
per cent and also reduces 
the noise and light pollution 
from the gas incineration 
process. My view is that if 
the technology exists to vir¬ 
tually eliminate the harmful 
effects of flaring, why aren't 
we using it? 

I hear that when an en¬ 
ergy company approaches a 
landowner for access to their 
land, the landowner has the 
right to set the conditions of 
how the lease will operate. 
Therefore, I urge landown¬ 
ers to investigate alterna¬ 
tives to conventional gas flar¬ 
ing. Take a look at what they 
achieved in Rimbey, AB. As citi¬ 
zens, landowners and industry, 
Albertans have the ability to 
protect our health and environ¬ 
ment. Let's do it.

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Klein & Minister 
Blowing Smoke On 
Province Wide Ban 


by Ian Gray 


Premier Ralph Klein took 
steps this week to get his 
government back “at the 
head of the parade” on the 
issue of provincial smoking 
regulations (a smoking 
“ban”). Our Premier likes 
to find a parade and get in 
front of it; as he’s publicly 
stated that’s the key to his 
success. But this is one pa¬ 
rade that got wholly away 
from him and he’s not going 
to catch-up. 

Klein announced Tuesday 
there is now a “process” in 
place to handle the issue, al¬ 
though you can argue it’s 
the issue that handled 
Klein. The process is the 
usual one: Health Minister 
Iris Evans-more on her 
later- will come forward 
with a proposal to be pre¬ 
sented to cabinet; then 
standing policy committee; 
then caucus and then, 
maybe to the legislature. 
Klein also said that the SPC 
deliberations should be pub¬ 
lic, which is normally not 
the case on policy issues, and 
it’s hard to believe anything 
actually being decided or 
honestly debated by MLAs in 
such a public showcase. 

The Premier said that he 
personally would have no 
further comment on the is¬ 
sue, in public anyway, and 
suggested something would 
be decided before the end of 
the Spring session. 

Less than a month ago 
Klein said he would never 
consider a province-wide 
regulation on smoking in 
public places, saying the is¬ 
sue was too “divisive” and 
should be left to the munici¬ 
palities. Surprisingly, that 
was also the position of 
Health Minister Iris Evans, 
as of December 23. Evans 
insisted, based on her own 
municipal experience, the 
question was best left to lo¬ 
cal governments. However, 
by mid-January, Evans was 


publicly in favour of provin¬ 
cial regulation of smoking in 
the “workplace.” 

What happened? The 
shrewd and ambitious Ms. 
Evans saw which way the 
smoke was blowing, in terms 
of public support for a prov¬ 
ince wide ban and realized 
Klein was on the wrong side 
of the issue. She gambled 
she had little to fear from 
the departing Klein or from 
Chief of Staff Rod Love- who 
is effectively neutered be¬ 
cause of his previous lobby¬ 
ing efforts against a ban, on 
behalf of the tobacco indus¬ 
try. 

The gamble paid off and 
it’s Evans, not Klein, at the 
head of the parade. And 
she’s been joined in her 
stand by Gary Mar (who as 
Health Minister proposed 
similar regulation two years 
ago and was crushed by 
Klein), Dave Hancock, and 
Lyle Oberg, all of whom, in¬ 
cluding Evans, have been 
touted as potential leader¬ 
ship candidates ( A weighty 
point to ponder - how can 
you tell which cabinet min¬ 
isters are thinking about a 
leadership run? Just see 
who’s slimmed down dra¬ 
matically in recent months: 
Evans- a reported 60 
pounds; Hancock 55 
pounds; Mar 40 pounds). 

Evans was back in the 
headlines this week with 
vague proposals for tax cred¬ 
its for people who live 
“healthy life styles”. Look 
for more of the same sorts 
of attention grabbing pro¬ 
nouncements from Evans in 
the weeks ahead. Bottom 
line for wanna-be Premiers? 
If you wrap yourself in a 
popular issue, you’re pretty 
much bullet proof these 
days.

When things go 
wrong... 


Dear F'amily and 
Friends, 

Sometimes when 
things go wrong, they re¬ 
ally go wrong. The Huff 
family, with three daugh¬ 
ters and a son, came to 
Nigeria just after 
Hillcrest School started 
in August. The parents 
did language study in 
Hausa and Brian, the fa¬ 
ther, was to start teach¬ 
ing at Hillcrest in Janu¬ 
ary. However, just before 
Christmas he ran into a 
clothesline and ended up 
with concussion and torn 
shoulder ligaments. He 
and the oldest daughter, 
Bree, flew to South Africa 
where Brian had surgery 
to fix his shoulder. 

I talked with him af¬ 
ter service this morning 
and he’s happy about how 
that turned out. He has 
no pain and can start do¬ 
ing some mild exercises in 
a couple of weeks. He re¬ 
turned just last Saturday. 

On Tuesday, his wife, 
Beth, went to the hospi¬ 
tal with severe abdominal 
pains. She had had such 
pains before, while they 
were in the States. This 
time it turned out to be 
appendicitis. Tuesday 
night she had surgery. 

As it happens, the sur¬ 
geon at the hospital is in 
the States just now, re¬ 
covering from a gunshot 
wound. However, a Nige¬ 
rian doctor did the sur¬ 
gery assisted by Dr. 
Truxton, a lady 
gynecologist, who just 
returned from leave. We 
see her presence here as 
a real encouragement for 
this situation. 

So before six months 
of their first term was up, 
both Brian and Beth have 
had to have surgery. 

Brian admitted that 
this was perhaps the 
most trying time of their 
marriage, but God has 
sustained them and given 
them His grace. 

1 trust that the next 
time I want to complain 
I’ll remember that I’ve 
had a pretty easy life 
with no major difficulties. 
We thank God for our 
good health and safety. 

It’s warm again and 
the dust is gone! Actually 
it’s about 37 degrees Cel¬ 
sius (I just did the math 
on the calculator) or 
about 99 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit right now at 3:30 
in the afternoon. I don’t 
mind a bit of warmth. 
After a couple of weeks 
of cooler weather it’s 
nice to get warm again. 
I’m walking again in the 
mornings. I had stopped 
because of the dust and 


cold, but I need to exer¬ 
cise. 

Yesterday morning 
we went to town and 
bought things for mak¬ 
ing dinner (supper) for 
two families-the Huffs 
and Patti and Avee 
Huffman, who just ar¬ 
rived Friday night. 
Janet agreed to fix the 
meals for Saturday 
night so that she would 
have the day to prepare, 
instead of having to 
work all day and then 
try to prepare the meals. 
We roasted two chickens 
with potatoes, sliced 
some carrots for carrot 
sticks, cut up a water¬ 
melon, and Janet made 
an angel food cake from 
a mix (from when my 
Mom moved into the 
Lodge) to go with some 
strawberries. We took 
one chicken and half of 
the other things to the 
Huffs’ place (Beth is just 
able to get up and 
around) and Patti and 
Avee came to our place. 
They didn’t stay very 
late as they both had 
jet-lag. 

Wednesday Janet was 
in charge of the high 
school/middle school 
chapel. She asked three 
students who had done 
summer missions to 
share about their expe¬ 
rience. She encouraged 
them to challenge the 
other students to do the 
same thing. After ask¬ 
ing the three students 
several times in the days 
before the chapel how 
their preparation was 
going and not getting 
very reassuring an¬ 
swers, she was a bit con¬ 
cerned. Wednesday 
morning she found out 
that two of them had 
been working until late 
Tuesday night getting 
everything ready; all 
that worry for nothing. 
They did a great job. 

They had a power 
point presentation show¬ 
ing pictures of Guate¬ 
mala and Hungary. 
They told about how 
God had used them and 
some of the things God 
had taught them. Janet 
was very pleased with 
what they shared. Later 
that day she heard one 
of them sharing more 
with students who were 
asking questions. It is 
encouraging to see how 
God is using the stu¬ 
dents at Hillcrest to 
challenge each other in 
their relationship with 
God.

DR. DOBSON: I share your misgivings. There's a trend 
toward a brand of violence in some of today's cartoons and toys 
that I see as a dangerous departure from the more traditional 
combat-type games in which boys have always engaged. 

For one thing, the characters tend to be adults involved in 
adult activities, some of which are highly questionable. I don't 
think they are appropriate role models for impressionable young 
children. The settings are mythical or futuristic, and the action 
often revolves around superstition, sorcery and magic. For these 
reasons they concern me for spiritual as well as psychological 
reasons. 

The electronic media have incredible power to "sell" these 
dubious heroes and their exploits to our children. Studies have 
measured actual psychological changes that occur when kids 
are watching a violent television program or movie: The pulse 
rate quickens, the eyes dilate, the hands sweat, the mouth goes 
dry and breathing accelerates. It should be obvious that this 
kind of "entertainment" has a dramatic emotional impact - es¬ 
pecially if it's repeated often enough. And the toys that are mar¬ 
keted as "spin-offs" from such programs serve only to reinforce 
or extend those negative effects. What's more, there's no bal¬ 
ancing positive, healthy or educational component to these prod¬ 
ucts. 

That's why our organization, Focus on the Family, and oth¬ 
ers have made major investments in high-quality videos and 
other materials for children. We must provide alternatives for 
families that want their kids to have wholesome entertainment 
but are determined to protect them from the popular culture. 
We will continue to do what we can to meet that need.

QUESTION: I don't believe kids are as easily influenced by 
the media and entertainment industry as you say. What they 
see does not necessarily determine how they behave. 


DR. DOBSON: Well, look at it this way. Back in the early 
'80s, the most popular movie was a science fiction film entitled 
"E.T." It included a brief scene where the little creature from 
outer space was given a few pieces of the candy, Reese's Pieces. 
The brand was not named, but children recognized it during its 
few seconds on the screen. In the months that followed, the 
sale of Reese's Pieces went through the ceiling. Isn't that a clear 
example of a movie's influence on children's thinking? 

Why do advertisers spend billions of dollars to put their prod¬ 
ucts before the people if what we see and hear does not influ¬ 
ence our behavior? Why do schools and colleges purchase text¬ 
books for children and young adults if what they read does not 
translate into influence of one form or another? 

Of course children are vulnerable to what they witness! We 
all are. How much greater impact is made by dramatic, sexu¬ 
ally oriented, no-holds-barred musical and theatrical presenta¬ 
tions that are aimed at the hearts and souls of our kids? Who 
are we kidding when we say they are not harmed by the worst 
of it?

DR. DOBSON: It is true that children can learn to speak 
perfect Russian, Chinese, Spanish or any other language used 
around the world, yet 15 or 20 years later, most people will 
have a much harder time trying to make those same sounds. 

Researchers now know why this is true. It's explained by a 
process known as "phoneme contraction." The larynx of a young 
child assumes a shape necessary' to make any sounds that he or 
she is learning to use at that time. It then solidifies or hardens 
in those positions, making it impossible or very difficult to make 
other sounds later in life. In other words, there's a window of 
opportunity when anything is possible linguistically, but it closes 
very quickly.
